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How May the Museum More Effec- 
tively Co-operate in the Utilization 
of Its Collections for Instruc- 
tion in History ? 

THIS question was the subject of discussion at a 
meeting of teachers of History held on June 
7 in the Trustees' Room at the invitation of the 
Museum. Tea was served at the conclusion of 
the meeting. About fifty teachers were present 
from schools in all parts of the city. 

Three chief hindrances to the best use of the 
Museum for school pupils were mentioned. On 
account of the remoteness of most of the schools, 
it is difficult to arrange for visits to the Museum 
without cutting unduly into either the study or the 
leisure hours of the pupils. The pupils should not 
be asked to pay their carfare. The consequent 
temptation is to crowd so much into one visit that 
nothing can be seen agreeably or instructively. The 
meeting appointed the following permanent Com- 
mittee of Cooperation with the Museum : Miss 
Lotta A. Clark, Mr. William H. J. Kennedy, Miss 
Helen L. Bradford, Miss Eva L. Morley, Miss 
Annie J. Reed. 

Were the city or the Museum in a position to 
arrange for the free transportation of classes to and 
from the Museum, the greatest hindrance to the 
utilization of its contents in the study of history and 



literature would be removed. The need offers an 
opportunity for public or private beneficence which 
would be sure to bring its rewards.
